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Po ll Sees Humphrey Picking Up Pieces

“ Can Hubert Humphrey unite the Demo cratic Party by 
No v ember? ” That was the questio n po sed to perso ns in this 
area o ne day after the v ice-president clinched his fractured 
party ’* no minatio n fo r president. 
W hile many o f the Republican leaders and McCarthy 
suppo rters feel that the failure o f the Demo crats to ado pt a 
co mpro mise peace plank in the party ’* platfo rm will spell 
defeat fo r the Demo crats in No v ember, the co nsensus o f 
o pinio n in and aro und Kingsto n is that Humphrey will unite 
the party by the time electio n day ro lls aro und. 
A majo rity o f the perso ns questio ned felt that McCarthy 
wo uld, in time, anno unce his suppo rt fo r the v ice-president. 
O f all the perso ns questio ned no ne tho ught that Humphrey 
wo uld o r sho uld, make any co ncessio ns fo r McCarthy ’s sup­ 
po rt. 
Surprisingly , there were many perso ns who felt that 


Humphrey didn’t need the suppo rt o f the McCarthy back­ 
ers o r o f the Minneso ta senato r himself in o rder to win in 
No v ember. One man po inted o ut that, “ All o f the McCar­ 
thy suppo rters and all o f tho se peo ple who are fo r peace are 
co llege students who can’t v o te any way . Mo st o f the peo ple 
in the co untry suppo rt Humphrey ’s po sitio n o n the war.” 
There were just as many peo ple ho wev er, who felt that, 
ev en if Humphrey did succeed in uniting the party by N o ­ 
v ember, he wo uld be so undly defeated by Nix o n. “ Humph­ 
rey is to o clo se to the administratio n,” was o ne co mment re­ 
ceiv ed and “ The peo ple in this co untry are tired o f the 
Demo crat’s rule. I think that many Demo crats will switch 
o v er and v o te fo r Nix o n o r W allace in the electio n.” An­ 
o ther man stated that, “ Humphrey has pro v en that he can’t 
unite the party . H e wo n’t win easily in No v ember.” 
Referring to , what he calls McCarthy ’s inev itable sup­ 
po rt o f Humphrey , o ne man stated, “ As so o n as he gets 
o v er his humiliating defeat at the co nv entio n, McCarthy 


will co me o v er to Humphrey ’s side.” Referring to the do v es 
in the Demo cratic party he added that, “ These guy s are all 
fo r the party . Once a Demo crat alway s a Demo crat.” 
This latter answer disturbed sev eral perso ns who were 
asked if Humphrey co uld win in No v ember with a div ided 
party . 
One man to ld the Freeman that, “ All these po liticians 
seem to care abo ut is uniting the party . The co untry needs 
mo re help no w than the Demo cratic party .” 
The name o f fo rmer Alabama Go v erno r Geo rge Wallace 
cro pped up sev eral times during the interv iews. A lady 
stated that, “ If Humphrey wants to win in No v ember, he 
better no t pick a running mate that will appeal to the so uth, 
because W allace has that part o f the co untry already 
wrapped up.” An elderly man said, “ Ev en if Humphrey 
do es unite the party , I do n’t think he’ll hav e eno ugh 
strength to win. W allace will take to o many v o tes away 
fro m him. 


I he stro ngest v o ice o f dissent co ncerning Humphrey ’s 
ability to unite the fractured Demo cratic party came fro m 
a y o ung man spo rting a beard and lo v e beads. Humphrey 
can t win o n his war platfo rm. W e (the McCarthy suppo rt­ 
ers^) will fight him right up to electio n day , and if he wins, 
we II fight him fo r the nex t fo ur y ears.” 
I he majo rity o f the peo ple questio ned in the area, h o w ­ 
ev er, feel that Humphrey can unite a badly tattered party . 
Mo st feel that the McCarthy factio n is no t stro ng eno ugh 
to represent a serio us threat to the v ice-president’s chances 
in No v ember. In fact, mo st regard the candidacies o f Nix o n 
and W allace as the biggest o bstacles that Humphrey must 
o v erco me. 
But, whatev er the final o utco me may be, Hubert Hum­ 
phrey will hav e to face the biggest challenge o f his po litical 
career between no w and electio n day . Said o ne man, “ I 
ho pe the Demo cratic Party falls to pieces, and Humphrey 
alo ng with it. I’m a Republican.”

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Poll Sees Humphrey Picking Pp Pieces 


By JON POWERS 


“Can Hubert Humphrey unite the Democratic Party by 
November?’* That was the question posed to persons in this 
area one day after the vicepresident clinched his fractured 
party’s nomination for president. 
While many of the' Republican leaders and McCarthy 
supporters feel that the failure of the Democrats to adopt a 
compromise peace plank in the party’s platform will spell 
defeat for the Democrats in November, the consensus of 
opinion in and around Kingston is that Humphrey will unite 
the party by the time election day rolls around. 
A majority of the persons questioned felt that McCarthy 
would, in time, announce his support for the vice-president. 
Of all the persons questioned none thought that Humphrey 
would or should, make any concessions for McCarthy’s sup­ 
port 
Surprisingly, there were many persons who felt that 


Humphrey didn’t need the support of the McCarthy back­ 
ers or of the Minnesota senator himself in order to win in 
November. One man pointed out that, “All of the McCar­ 
thy supporters and all of those people who are for peace are 
college students who can’t vote anyway. Most of the people 
in the country support Humphrey’s position on the war.” 
There were just as many people however, who felt that, 
even if Humphrey did succeed in uniting the party by No­ 
vember, he would be soundly defeated by Nixon. “Humph­ 
rey is too close to the administration,’’ was one comment re­ 
ceived and “The people in this country are tired of the 
Democrat’s rule. I think that many Democrats will switch 
over and vote for Nixon or Wallace in the election.” An­ 
other man stated that, “Humphrey has proven that he can’t 
unite the party. He won’t win easily in November.” 
Referring to, what he calls McCarthy’s inevitable sup­ 
port of Humphrey, one man stated, “As soon as he gets 
over his humiliating defeat at the convention, McCarthy 


will come over to Humphrey’s side.” Referring to the doves 
in the Democratic party he added that, “These guys are all 
for the party. Once a Democrat always a Democrat.” 
This latter answer disturbed several persons who were 
asked if Humphrey could win in November with a divided 
party. 
One man told the Freeman that, “All these politicians 
seem to care about is uniting the party. The country needs 
more help now than the Democratic party.” 
The name of former Alabama Governor George Wallace 
cropped up several times during the interviews. A lady 
stated that, “If Humphrey wants to win in November, he 
better not pick a running mate that will appeal to the south, 
because Wallace has that part of the country already 
wrapped up.” An elderly man said, “Even if Humphrey 
does unite the party, I don’t think he’ll have enough 
strength to win. Wallace will take too many votes away 
from him. 


I he strongest voice of dissent concerning Humphrey’s 
ability to unite the fractured Democratic party came from 
a young man sporting a beard and love beads. Humphrey 
can t win on his war platform. We (the McCarthy support­ 
ers^) will fight him fight up to election day, and if he wins, 
we’ll fight him for the next four years.” 
I he ma jority of the people questioned in the area, how- 
ever, feel that Humphrey can unite a badly tattered party. 
Most feel that the McCarthy faction is not strong enough 
to represent a serious threat to the vice-president’s chances 
in November. In fact, most regard the candidacies of Nixon 
and 
allace as the biggest obstacles that Humphrey must 
overcome. 
But, whatever the final outcome may be, Hubert Hum­ 
phrey will have to face the biggest challenge of his political 
between now' and election day. Said one man, “I 
hope the Democratic Party falls to pieces, and Humphrey 
along with it. I’m a Republican.”

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Convention Lawlessness 


Television viewers witnessed a spectacle Wednesday 
evening that should be food for thought and study for 
some time to come. 
It was the Democratic national 
convention in Chicago that brought bloodshed to the city 
streets and police {Jouncing on delegates and newsmen 
during the deliberations at the amphitheater. 
This con­ 
vention was a sad commentary on the rationality of the 
presidential nominating process. 
Thousands of Chicago policemen, secret service and 
national guardsmen were pressed into service and barbed 
wire was erected to safeguard the convention. 
It was 
more than a bit of irony that the party that has ruled 
the country the past eight years and whose administra­ 
tion has allowed the gradual breakdown of law and 
order was faced with the creature its leaders spawned. 
These fantastic precautions have never been known 
at past conventions. 
It is just one more sign of where 
u c are heading. 
Lawlessness is manifesting itself in 
every facet of our society. 
And all dtirin" the disgraceful performance, Chicago’s 
Mayor Dalev wa more concerned with the politics of the 
convention than with orderly government served by 
police. 
The need for efficiency in law enforcement and for 
dcbrutalizing inlier methods was never more in evi­ 
dence. 
If we are to have professional competence, 
there will have to be sustained public demand for sound 
law enforcement. 
There is no excuse for the bloody image the Chicago 
police have made of this nation in the eyes of the world. 
an image that will take a long time to erase. 
The whole atmosphere in Chicago, as many delegates 
to the convention protested, smacked of a police state. 
No decency, order and respect for the rights of others 
can possibly be expected of the restless and rebellious 
youth of this country if those who are legally constituted 
to defend decency, order and rights abandon their trust 
to degenerate into vengeful agents of repression. 
Every head cracked in Chicago was a defeat for de­ 
mocracy and a point scored in favor of anarchy. 
\\ allaee's Convention 


The major party conventions have elicited much 
controversy, but for a convention that has no controversy 
at all. we will have to turn to the gathering that former 
Gov George C. Wallace of Alabama is planning for his 
American Independent party. 
A convention is necessary for him to get his name 
on the ballots of some states which require under their 
election laws that a candidate be affirmed by a gather­ 
ing of his supporters, even though he is already certi­ 
fied as an independent on their ballot. 
Wallace s convention is important because the polls 
show that he w ill take at least one sixth of the total vote, 
and may hold the balance of power between the major 
party candidates. 
In fact, he has declared again and 
4igain that, failing of election, he wants to be the politi­ 
cal broker who will choose the man to be the President 
cf the United States by throwing his own electoral college 
votes to Ute man who will give him veto power over his 
legislative program and. possibly, his Cabinet. 
Wallace is being coy about where his convention will 
be held. 
He mentioned cities in tho north and Midwest, 
but his aides, less secretive, told television networks it 
will b<* in New York. Baltimore, Chicago or Miami. That 
is still quite a spread. 
s 
As Wallace has said, his convention need not take too 
long. 
Three hours should be enough to nominate him, 
endorse his choice for Vice President, hear his acceptance 
speech and that of his No. 2 man, and castigate the major 
parties, and their candidates. As the party’s only candi­ 
date for President, it won’t take long, and for that a long­ 
suffering public will be grateful.

who has watched the national 
political conventions for the 
last half centry cannot but be 
disappointed 
that 
something 
better has not been devised 
than the present 
system of 
choosing Presidential and Vice 
P r e s i d e n t i a l nominees. 
Theoretically,

delegates 
represent 
the 
"will 
of 
the 
people." 
Actually, 
they 
are 
chosen by local bosses and 
politicians, and are controlled 
largely by office holders or 
individuals 
ambitious 
for 
political power. 
It 
was obvious 
from 
the 
start that Hubert Humphrey 
would have enough votes to 
win the nomination and that 
there was no real contest for 
the top spot on the ticket. 
Even 
the 
debate 
on 
the 
platform 
would 
hardly 
be 
described as a serious con­ 
sideration of vital issues. The 
Vietnam War plank, for in­ 
stance. 
as 
written 
by 
a 
majority 
of 
the 
platform 
committee, was challenged by 
a 
minority 
report. 
But the 
real 
reason for the conflict 
in Southeast Asia communist 
imperialism 
was * scarcely 
mentioned 
in 
the 
brief 
speeches. 
Most 
of 
the 
op 
position, moreover, expressed 
against 
the 
administration’s 
policy. 
was 
confined 
to 
d e ma g 0 g I c 
statements 
designed primarily to appeal 
to the youth of the country, 
who certainly do not like the 
war in Vietnam anymore tljan 
do their parents. Both world 
wars were "unpopular.*’ too. 
but bote a direct relationship 
to 
American 
security. 
The 
main objective of American 
participation, in the Vietnam 
War is pretention of a third 
world war. 
Politics is based upon what 
the 
politician 
thinks 
is 


popular. 
Many delegates to 
the convention felt at an anti- 
Vietnam war position would 
be widely supported at home. 
Yet the issue was not handled 
in a way that would help to 
produce and understanding by 
the public. For adoption of the 
platform plank of the minority 
would 
have 
compelled 
the 
p r e s i d e n t i a l nominee to 
repudiate it. 
The effort to secure passage 
of the minority report on the 
Vietnam 
controversy 
was 
aimed more at getting votes 
among the anti war groups in 
local elections rather than to 
affect 
the 
outcome 
of 
the 
convention. Had the anti war 
nlank been adonted, it would 
have repudiated the Johnson 
Administration 
and 
em bar­ 
rassed Humphrey. Also, the 
new party leader would have 
had no choice but to ignore 
what the convention had said 
on that issue.

scenes

Chicago is not unusual. The 
customary efforts have been 
made 
to 
break

nroduced some anxiety in the 
Humphrey camp, where it was 
recognized as a device to try

Senator McCarthy in his own 
way endeavored to block the

The 
Democrats 
are 
up 
against a tough problem in 
t h e 
campaign. 
Disunity 
prevails, anti a protest vote 
will be cast not only by many 
Democrats 
but 
by 
jots 
of 
i n d e p e n d e n t s who have 
hitherto been on the side of 
the 
Democratic 
Party. 
The 
tendency 
will 
be. 
as 
has 
happened before, to blame the 
administration 
in power for 
the Vietnam War and for the 
disorders in American life. If 
a miracle happens and the 
Vietnam conflict is suddenly 
ended this Autumn, it might 
help 
the 
Democrats. 
The 
domestic issues, however, art 
in many respects even more 
poignant 
than 
the 
foreign 
policy question. 
Arrangements 
f o r 
the 
convention at Chicago were 
based somewhat on a belief 
that evening sessions should 
be 
held, 
as this would 
be 
b e t t e r 
for 
television 
audiences. But it turned out 
that, because of the lengthy 
programs 
some of the 
im 
portant 
steps taken by the 
convention were not reached 
until after midnight. This was 
the case at Chicago as well 
as at Miami Beach. Sooner 
or 
later, 
those 
who 
make 
plans 
for 
a 
national 
con­ 
vention in the hope of attract­ 
ing nationwide attention may 
provide a schedule that starts 
in the morning and finishes 
at a reasonable hour at night. 
Some 
day. 
however, 
the 
American people will come to 
the conclusion that political 
conventions

nowadays 
are 
not 
exactly 
based 
on 
the 
doctrine 
of 
"freedom of choice" and that 
a

Democrats have always been 
f a m o u s 
for 
practicing 
democracy. 
They row

feud and castigate each other, 
and 
usually 
afterward 
they 
have been able to forget and 
forgive—but not always. 
Twice 
in 
the last 
half 
century wounds have been so 
deep that they festered for 
some years thereafter. After 
the 
1924 
battle between 
Al 
Smith. 
a 
Catholic, 
and 
W i l l i a m 
Gibbs 
McAdoo. 
Woodrow Wilson’s son-in law 
and a Protestant, the party 
did not entirely recover from 
this religious battle until 1960. 
when 
it 
elected 
its 
first 
Catholic President. 
John 
F. 
Kennedy. 
Again in 1948 when Hubert 
Humphrey forced a showdown 
on civil rights and the South 
walked out. it took almost 20 
years for the wounds to heal. 
The 
fact 
that 
the 
South 
generally supported Hubert in 
Chicago is proof that it has 
been willing to forgive and 
forget, though it took time to 
do. 
But will the thousands of 
passionate 
youngsters 
who 
mill in the streets and the 
hotel 
lobbies 
for 
McCarthy 
and 
McGovern 
be 
able 
to 
forgive and forget? 
Or the 
other thousands of long hairs 
with 
dirty 
bare 
feet 
with 
Indian 
jackets 
and 
chains 
around their necks be able to 
forgo

demonstrations 
and their shouts of hatred? 
Humphrey 
and 
the 
war in 
Vietnam have given them a 
rallying cry that they

McCarthyites 
who raised millions of dollars 
for their idol and worked for 
him day and night, party in 
opposition to the war, partly 
because they came to idolize 
McCarthy? In doing so they 
developed almost a hatred for 
Humphrey.

Professor Eugene McCarthy 
may not have such a clearcut 
memory for the days when 
Professor Humphrey Dushed 
him ahead in politics, how in 
1958 when Gene was running 
his first time for the Senate, 
Humphrey 
brought 
in 
Sen.

Benton 
of 
Con­ 
necticut. 
who 
was 
born 
in 
Minnesota, 
and 
Sen. 
Paul 
Douglas of Illinois to cam ­ 
paign for him. or how in 1960 
HHH 
tried 
to 
persuade 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
to

McCarthy as vice president on 
the first LBJ ticket. 
Those were days when the 
memory of Joe McCarthy of 
Wisconsin 
was 
very 
much 


alive and the campaigning of 
Sen. Benton, the man who had 
the courage to propose the 
censoring of Joe McCarthy,’ 
was important to prevent any 
confusion 
with 
the 
new 
Eugene McCarthy. 
Columbia University 
In 
the 
end Gene 
will 
doubtless 
remember 
those 
days. However, there’s been 
a lot of bitterness generated 
between the two men of late. 
C h i e f l y 
by 
McCarthy’s 
followers. 
They even 
con­ 
cocted a song reflecting on 
Humphrey’s mental stability. 
McCarthy is alraott certain 
to be invited to be president 
of Columbia University, where 
President Grayson Kirk has 
just 
retired, 
a 
university 
which 
very 
much 
needs 
McCarthy leadership and in­ 
spiration. 
In 
many 
respects, 
the 
p r e s i d e n c y of a great 
university is better suited to 
Gene McCarthy's talents than 
either the Senate or the White 
House. 
He 
is 
more 
of 
a 
scholar 
than a 
poltiician, 
more a philosopher than an 
executive. 
He 
made 
a 
great 
con­ 
tribution 
to 
the 
present 
campaign. He made it come 
alive. 
He 
lifted 
up 
several 
million 
young 
people 
and 
others who hated war. He had 
the courage to jump into what 
looked like a hopeless Presi­ 
dential race with no money, 
nothing except an idea and 
faith. 
Like 
Estes 
Kefauver, 
the lone Senator from Tennes­ 
see. he tramped the snowy 
streets 
of 
New 
Hampshire 
when no one was with him 
except the youth of the nation. 
And 
he 
showed 
that 
even 
without monev and old guard 
political 
support 
you 
could 
make 
an 
impact 
on 
the 
nation. 
It was a service that will 
not soon be forgotten. But will 
the 
youngsters 
who 
rallied 
round him and the housewives 
and 
the 
schoolteachers and 
the others who are against 
war? Will they move over to 
H u m p h r e y ;

remember that Humphrey has 
been a man of courage too? 
That 
remains

Soviet Protects Rear Door 
With Firm Grip on Czechs

WASHINGTON (NEA) The 
Soviet 
Union 
had 
strong 
military reasons for its in­ 
vasion of Czechoslovakia. 


Take a look at the map. 
Czechoslovakia 
o c c u p i e s 
roughly 
the 
same 
position 
geographically 
in 
the 
East 
European Warsaw Pact line 
that France formerly had in 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Treaty 
O r g a n i z a t i o n 
(NATO) 
structure. 
Czechoslovakia is the door 
to 
southern 
Germany 
and 
would 
enable 
an 
advancing 
Russian army to outflank the 
German 
and 
Allied 
forces 
defending against a Russian 
thrust 
from 
East 
Germany 
westward. 
Czechoslovakia is the direct 
route 
to 
France. 
Once 
in 
France. 
Russian 
strategists 
are thought to believe, the 
Red 
armies 
would 
have 
a 
quick sweep to the sea. 
On the defensive side, the 
loss of Czechoslovakia would 
expose 
the 
flank 
of 
East 
Germany and Poland, open up 
direct routes to Hungary and 
the Ukraine. 


The Czech army has also 
been a key element in Soviet 
o f f e n s i v e planning. 
The 
Czechs have been considered 
the 
best 
of 
the 
Satellite 
troops. 
Communist 
Russian 
tactics, like those of Ho Chi 
Minh. call for strong elements 
of expendable troops to be the 
advance 
force 
in 
major 
battles. In dying, the advance 
g u a r d 
(suicide 
element) 
p r e s u m a b l e could cause 
enough damage to the enemy 
to enable the fresh and un 
scarred main Russian troops 
to move through to success. 
This 
suicide 
role 
is 
un­ 
doubtedly the task which had 
been assigned to the strong 
Czech army in any attack on 
the West. 
But Czechoslovakia has an 
added military potential in its 
mines and factories.
